gronuds; but itis notso. Dr. Bly- 
den is still a Christian. His book 
on Christianity. Islam and the 
Negro race speaks fur him better 
than we can. The doctor is a great 
lover of his race where’er they may 
be found. He finds in the system 
of Mohammedanism and more 
pecially in the professors principles 
which pervade the Christian relig- 
lon, but absent in Christian profess 
sors ; he sees that Islam welcomes 
all to her door; be knows not such 
a thing as this exists among them: 
“no black persons admitted here,’ 
asign which bung over one of the 
charch door’s of America; he sees 
that religion gives full play to the 
development of willions of his fel- 
low men; be sees that social preju- 
dice, a curse to enlightened 
people, is nut known among them.

These people have a well or- 
ganized system of government 
and abound in thrift and industry:

fluence they :xert over the heath- 
ern’ In Vanzusab, at: aboriginal 
town of the Republic of Liberia, 
we have met them and cvrefully 
n ted their mode of worship. It i- 
astonishing to see the loyalty they 
exhibit with tegard to the dissem 
inating of their religious opinions. 
In the year 85, while ou a_busi- 
ness mission to the town of the 
Veys to procure an _ hundred 
laborers to operate on one of the 
Sourh-west African plantaticns, 
we saw a Mohammedan priest 
,erusing in Arabica copy of the 
Holy Bible. Some are so uabsurb 
as to think the Mobammedans do 
not read the New ‘Testament; 
while they admit the Koran to be 
their bwk Of lite, to be thei 
shield and guide, they have a par 
ucular difference for the greut 
book of bouks—an unselfish treit. 
The following yexr we ran into 
the harbor of Bathurst on the 
Ganbia, there we saw three priests 
with flowing robes in r:>verentiual 
etyle, on the open beach bendiny 
their beads in solemn prayer; thus 
these devout professors spend 
their lives. So detirmined are 
ibey in dissemimating the faith 
that they have planted with th: 
sword. Intelligence reached the 
west coast afew years agyv that 
Alami Samradu, the great Moham- 
medun general, ruler of the coun- 
tries east of Liberia, was ap- 
proach.ng the cvast with an army 
ot one hundred thousand men iu 
order to establish the religion. 
The authcrities on the coast, we 
may say, prepared themselves 
intending to give him a warm re- 
ception, he, however, averted his 
coastwise journey and bore down 
on minor aboriginal towns, 
playing havoc with the obstinate. 

In futherance of the discussion 
we place before you a few state- 
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made by Mr. Joseph Thompson, 
an energetic an respousible: 
young mas: “On reaching Loko- 
ja, at the conflaence of the Bienue’ 
with the Niger, I saw a people 
a-tir with religious activity and 
enthusissm. and especially tar 


tries.” Not: long ago we met 
two Mandingoes atthe capital of 
Liberia, at which timethey were 
in @ large merchantile establish- 
ment, noting the system of busi- 
ness, we asked them from whence 
they came, the reply was, from 
Timbucto» in Belau es-Soudan, or 
lund ot the blacks: but on further 
informat on we found they had 
been on a pilgrimage, having 
started. out from Mecea, the holy 
city of Arubia. 

We furiher questioned them as 
to the purpose of their visit, the 
reply was they had come down to 
visit the Republic and to procure, 
in the meantime, a few copies ot 
the bible in the Arabic language, . 
we then po'nted them to where 
we thought they could obtain the 
eopies when they bade us adieu 
Those men were stately, majestic 
and reverential iu their aspect, 
and, as they passed out of the 
door in their flowing robes with 
their Oriental caps, we concluded 
they were graduates of the great 
Mobammedan institution situated 
in Cario. From Liberia up to 
Maderia, coastwise, these men 
may be found dispersed engaged 
in their work.
